(By The Associated Press) 


Tokyo, Nov. 26.—The Diet op- 


ened its second extraordinary ses- 
sion of the occupation today with 
an agenda of several reform meas- 
ures, but there were immediate 
indications 
that 
some 
proposed 


legislation would be attacked. 


Tomorrow's plenary session will 


be highlighted by Emperor Hiro- 
hito's reading of an imperial re- 
script outling the scope of the 
session and ordering the Diet to 
abolish repressive laws. 
Today's 


meeting was limited to selection of 
working committees by the houses 
of peers and representatives- 


Premier Kijuro Shidehara >s ex- 


pected to emphasize "close rela- 
tionship between the emperor and 
the people" as a plea for unity or 
important domestic measures when 
he addresses the Diet Wednesday, 


MacArthur Gets List 


The Japanese government, on an 


order by General MacArthur furn- 
ished him a list of all legislation 
to be submitted. 


The list included measures to 


"liberalize" the government, to 
aid occupation forces, to repeal 
war-time restrictive measures, and 
to dissolve jingoistic 'associations 
already forbidden by MacArthur's 
orders. 


Meanwhile, during a discussion 


at allied headquarters over aboli- 
tion of the military pensions, it 
was disclosed a social security 
program for aged Japanese may 
evolve from 
the American re- 


vamping of Nippon's 
economic 


structure. 


MacArthur yesterday put aside 


the military pensions and at the 
same time directed the imperial 
government to set up a tax law to 
recover the huge profits made by 
certain Japanese during the war. 


To Distribute \Vealth 


A statement accompanying the 


directive said it would "result in a 
more 
equitable 
distribution 
of 


wealth than Japan has ever had". 


In the most strongly worclf-d 


order of the occupation to date, the 
supreme commander prohibited all 
government credit or subsidy ac- 
tivities pending sweeping reorgani- 
zation of government finances, and 
directed the Japanese to submit a 
complete war profits tax program 
to the first session ot' the diet 
(parliament) in 1946. 


CuN Soldiers' Pensions
